Laws Against Prison Labor.
WRITES A LETTER TO POWDERLY.

The Bill Now Before the Legislature
Bcored and Ridiculed.

CONXVICTS ARE XNOT COMPETITORS

Buperintendent Heury Warner, of the
Allegheny County Workhouse, has written
s letter to General Master Workman T., V.
Powderly, of the Knights of Labor, on the
subject of prison lsbor. He says that he
has a contempt for any class of working
men who would concern themselves about
entering into competition with prison labor.
He says that any opposition given prison
labor is an obstacle thrown in the way of
civilization snd sdvancement. He soores
the bill now pending before the Legislature,
and says it should be entitled an actcon-
verting the prisons int» insane asyloms The
letter to Mr. Powderly is dated Clar=mont,
March 25, and is as follows:

A recent clreular sddressed by a commitiee of
the Knights of Labor to the Legisiature of Penn-
sylvania, requoests the tof cerisin laws
now pending before that body, presnmably in the
Interest of your order, among which is enumerated
sn act *'regulating’’ convict labor.

Iassume that the circular has the approval of

yourself and the Enlghts of Labor, and that it has
been Issued under yours and thetr santtion.
HIS MAIN OBJECTIONS.

1 therefore desire to speciaily call your attention
to some objections to the passage of the act in
question, which is known as No. 477 of the flle of
ine House of Hepreseniatives, and entitied an act
*“*Hegulating the employment of convicts and ln-
mates of the penal and reformstory institutions
within the State,**

The title of this Hill 1s a misnomer, Its pro-
wistons are such (and no doubt intended tu be 50)
as 1o be utterly destructive of all Indusi that
are now condugted in the several usions
named, Theactshould be better entitied “'An
net for the destruction of useful employment and
hope of reformation of those, who through Innate
criminality, misfortune or otherwise, have been
unfortunate enough to be confined within prison
walls.” 1t should be sntitled **An sct converling
the prisons and reformatorics of the State Into In-
sane ssvlums.'* It should be entitied **Anact to
increase taxatiom,®’ or **An act to destroy public
property of great value,**

Prison labor as practiced In thls and other
States, north of Mason and Dixon's line, for the
past 35 or 30 years, is the outgrowth of the best
thought of philanthropists and specialista, who
have labored incessantly for the andvancement of
the best Interests of all the people, It marksibhe
progress of Christianity and the nineteenth cen-
tury—to abolish it would be to turn bhack the
hands upon the dial of human progress and rele-
gate all that has been sccomplished Io this line to
barbarism. Albough these things should be ap-
parent to the most superficial observer, yet 1
eannot but conclude that they have escaped your
attcation,

PEE CONTRA CONSIDERATION.
